First To Use New 


School Cafeteria 


Members o fthe incoming freshmen 
class will be the first to use the new 
cafeteria when they are guests of the 
college at a luncheon to be served 
there this noon as part of the pro- 
gram for Freshmen Week. 


The cafeteria, recently completed 
at a cost exceeding $15,000, has a 
seating ¢apacity of 250 and is fully 
equipped with everything necessary 
to give students maximum service 
with the highest quality food at a min- 
imum price. As in the past, food 
served in the cafeteria will be the best 
available, and the organization will 
not be run for profit as the food will 
be served at cost? 

The dining room is built of sound- 
proof material which will lessen the 


noise in there considerably, and was 
decorated by the art department of 
the college which designed and exe- 
cuted the stencils on the ceiling. Two 
extra rooms which will be used by the 
music department are at one end of 
the dining room, and a completely 
equipped soda fountain is in a separ- 
ate room at the other end. 

The cafeteria will be open at noon 
only, but it is planned to keep the 
soda fountain open all day. Light 
lunches, sandwiches, cake and candy 
will be sold at the fountain in addi- 
tion to all kinds of soft drinks and 
confections. The new cafeteria and 
soda fountaian promises to give em- 
ployment to a larger number of stu- 
dents than the old did and while it is 
solely a college institution, will cater 
to high school students at such times 
as they will be able to avail them- 
selves of its service. 

The old cafeteria has been re- 
modeled and converted into a large 
library, and the old storeroom is now 
the second hand bookstore which has 
been moved from the “Y” Hut. One 


‘Prepare History 
Of Calif. Indians 


For Smithsonian 


Smithsonian Institution of Wash- 
ington D. C., Bureau of Ethnology, 
which is the department of govern- 
ment which studies Indian language 
and history, is cooperating with the 
printing department of Santa Ana 
schools in the publication of a book 
on the Orange county Indians, chief- 
ly represented by the surviving rem- 


nant of San Juan Capistrano. 

J. P. Harrington, former teacher 
at Santa Ana high school has been 
detailed to this work, and the book 
has taken the form of a reprint of 
Reverend Geronimo Bascana’s book 
on these Indians, which was published 
in 1846 and has since then been re- 
printed only once; and on that sole 
occasion without annotations. 


Cooperating in this work as editor 


of the text is P. T. Hannah, editor of = 


“Touring Topics”; while Professor F. 
W. Hodge of Southwestern Museum, 
formerly of Smithsonian Institution, 
is writing the foreword. 

Thomas E. Williams has spared no 
pains in making this book a gem of 
its kind, unique in the field of difficult 
linguistic printing, while Miss Jean 
Goodwin has embellished the work 
with a numbe rof linoleum block 
prints. 

Former Superintendent J. A. Cran- 
ston, Dr. C. D. Ball, president of the 
Orange county Historical Society; T. 
E. Stevenson, author of ‘“Caminos 
Viejos”; Rev. St. John O’Sullivan, pas- 
tor of San Juan Capistrano church; 
William McPherson, historian and 
former teacher in this county; Lind- 
ley Bynum of Huntington Library; 
and others have shown the keenest in- 
terest in this work and have assisted 
to make the book as free agipossible

With the inauguration of 1931-32 
basketball, the Southern California 
junior college athletic conference un- 
degwent a drastic revampment, re- 


.sulting in the formation of two new 


divisions, called the Orange Empire 
and Western leagues. 

Santa Ana is a member of the 
Orange Empire conference, along 
with its deadliest rival, Fullerton, and 
Riverside, Chaffey of Ontario, San 
Bernardino, Citrus and Pomona. The 
Western division is composed of Ven- 
tura, Long Beach, Pasadena, Santa 
Monica, Los Angeles, Glendale and 
Compton. 

Champions of the two divisions 
meet annually in each sport to vie 
for the Southern.. California... junior 
college title. 

Athletically, Santa Ana is a strong 
follower. The Don institution is proud 
of its record. Her strength has been 
tested in all Orange Empire confer- 
ence sports with the exception of

1930 and 1931. 

Santa Ana’s record in the Orange 
Empire conference follows: 

Coached by Bill Foote, the Don 
basketball team tied for the confer- 
ence championship, later to be elimi- 
nated in a play-off series with Chaf- 
fey, Fullerton, Pomona and Riverside. 
Chaffey finally won the title, and 
Santa Ana finished in a tie for second. 
Always strong against Fullerton, the 
Dons defeated their deadly rival 
again. 

With Anaheim, Huntington Beach 
and Santa Ana high schools contribu- 
ting unusual talent, the 1932 track 
team, after losing the dual meet cham- 
pionship to Riverside by a narrow mar- 
gin, went on to capture the Orange 
Empire all-conference title. It was the 
most brilliant year of Santa Ana col- 
lege track. Jim Daneri, Doyle Gilbert, 
Paul Jungkeit and Fred Brooks were 
the major contributors to the cham- 
pionship team, and all but Gilbert will 
be eligible next season. Gilbert, 1932 
track captain, is eligible for football. 

Santa Ana won five dual meets, lost 
but one. 


Coach L. W. Archer’s tennis team 
finished second in the league, but 
later captured the Orange Empire all- 
conference title in a league meet at 
Fullerton. Chaffey won the 1932 
championship without a single defeat 
on its schedule, with the exception of, 
the all-conference tournament. 


Santa Ana junior college took the 
Orange Empire baseball champion- 
ship. It was a long fight, but the Dons 
forged ahead little by little. Earl Ho- 
man, Jim Hall, Al Peterson, Verl 
Moyer and Hideo Higashi were stars 
o nthe 1932 campaign who will be eli- 
gible for another year of competi- 
tion here.
